MUSIC FACULTY MEMBER HONORED 

Edward Brown, Associate Professor of 
Music, has been selected for a Distin¬ 
guished Faculty Award for Excellence in 
Teaching. The award was presented in 
September at the beginning of the fall 
semester. According to the selection 
committee composed of two students, two 
faculty, and two visiting professors, Mr. 
Brown is "a, creative teacher who gener¬ 
ates an active involvement of his 
students. The students own creative 
compositions cover a broad range and are 
indicative of the comprehensive nature of 
his teaching and of his belief that 
students are to create their individual 
styles, not merely reflect his image." 

Mr. Brown came to Mansfield in 1971. 

At that time he redesigned the two year 
basic music sequence. President Darn- 
ton has called these courses "the foun¬ 
dation of our highly regarded music 
program." 

Mr. Brown has co-authored a college 
level music theory text Theoretical 
Foundations of Music ," which is being 
published by the Wadsworth Publishing Co.

This position has been filled by Mr. 
Stephen McEuen, who was appointed to the 
position of Assistant Professor of Music 
in September. Mr. McEuen is a trom¬ 
bonist and in addition to his applied 
teaching in that area has also been as¬ 
signed student teaching supervision and 
the teaching of orchestration. 

He is a native of New Mexico and did 
his undergraduate work at Northea.st 
Missouri Stale University. Following a 
tour of duty in the U.S. Navy, He at¬ 
tended the Julliard School where he 
earned the Master of Music Degree. 

While at Julliard, he was a, student 
of Per Brevig. Last year he was on 
the faculty of the music department 
at St. Cloud, Minnesota. State College. 


Konrad Owens has kept a busy schedule 
of performances over the s umme r and 
through the fall semester of I978. In 
September he performed the Mozart Clarinet 
Quintet with the Audubon Quartet, artists 
in residence at Marywood College in 
Scranton, PA. During the summer of 1977

Gretna, home of the Pennsylvania Chautau¬ 
qua. Other members of the Chamber Players 
include Dr. Carl Ellenberger, founder of 
the group, principal players from the 
Pittsburgh Symphony, and Dr. Jerry 
Bramblett, a former member of the piano 
faculty at MSC.
